Your letter of the 20th erne yesterday. I read it then and will skim through 
it again, for the most part I find it non-responsive or evasive, while in some parts super- 
ficially reasonable. If there are some things you prefer not to address, there is nothing 
I can do about that. 

After Jim told me you were preparing to spend a year on what can be describes without 
u nkin dness as either a futility or an ego trip, I did, as a wrote you, give that some 
thought. I made a short memo on it, started a separate file on your book because I did 
expect we'd have correspondence on it, and will take the carbon from that file and send 
it with this. 

Interpret my setting up a separate file for this any way you want. 1 think you 
would err to decide that it was prompted by not expecting to try to help you, as you 
would to believe that this or any of the letters you did not like in the past were 
motivated by anything personal or personal about you. 

It is inevitable that strong-willed, intelligence f people will disagree. What is not 
inevitable, given mutual wil bigness, is that there can t be reasonable resolution of 
differ mees/ You know I was opposed, to CTIA from the first. Their record validated, all 
ny fears. If I erred in trusting Bud personally, I did. Yet yesterday "on bnith was here 
the entire day working on my Farewell America files. He will return to complete this. lean 
work with him. This was on my initiative. I made the offer several months ago. he then did 
not see what he should have. When, belatedly, he did, and was embarrassed at making the 
request, when I found out about it 1 extended the offer again. h e also finds that ©y 
instincts, in addition to my reasoning, were sound. Bud and I barely talk to eachother. 

If you knew all that had transpired, you’d wonder that I have anytliing to do with him. 

Yet when he has need, I help. I have never stopped working with Jim, who is coming up 
this evening and staying over night to work on different tilings. When ^im was out there 
and Bud couldn t consult with me through him, he wrote and asked mo to phone him, X did, 
we consulted, he asked that we get together on Jim’s return for other consultations, we 
did, and we reached amicable agreement. There are many other such cases. I don t think 
anyone would accept what Salandria did in hay of 1966* to me and to WHITEWASH, “hy wife 
lias not since been able to abide him. "t was utterly unconscionable. But when it was 
necessary to work with him, as at least three times thereafter it was, I did, and in each 
instance, what had to be done was accomplished. 

So, dnsputes are not strange to me. Surmounting them is not impossible*. However, it 
requires that both parties be willing or that one be a manipulator. ’V days of manipulation 
ended in Hew Orleans. I'll not relive a lonely nightmare like tiiat again. 

I look back, in fact, upon a rather large number of such disputes, some fairly violent, 
several with you. I can recall not one in which you either agreed with me or did anything 
to help if you did agree. Hot can I recall a single one in which I was wrong. This is mors 
sickening than comfort in g, for it tells me not that 1 am so escellent in my judgement but 
that others are so deplorably bad. From that no reasonable man can take comfort. There is 
not, really, any balm for an ego in it. It is, rather, depressing when people are engaged 
upon serious work. And it has taken an enormous amount of time for which I load other and 
productive uses, work I was not able to no Decause of them. 

When ethical and moral considerations entered ■= and I’m pretty old-fashioned in these 
tilings — desBpte deep affections, I severed all connections except, in two cases, for a 
fatherly rather than a motherly effort to fend against what these young men might in the 
future face. With Gary, about whom i did feel likena father and my wife f&lt as a mother, 
because of Hed and his parts in that fiasco 'that was so painful to us, I fiest asked Mm 
to comment on what Wise and Ross said about the foundation on whose board he sits and about 
Katzenbach, who also sits on that board. When Gary was silent I sent him photocopies. When 
he remained silent, I felt I had met my obligations and I have sent him nothing else. You 
may be too young to recognise the emotion, but when you get to 60 you v/ill better understand. 
When the young, who complain about the inflexibility of their elders, are stubborn, it 
become impossible for them to learn, from the experiences of those who have lived them. I 
am the product or experiences I hope you never have. If they were costly, they gave me 




an education not obtainable in any university. They and the record in this many disputes 
tend to give me assonance on mg judgements. In some I have been pretty much alone. It 
appears that with one exception. Howard, none of you have been able to learn from this. 

Hor have you been willing to do the scholarly tiling of re-examining your own record 
in these tilings. If you had a less brilliant mind, this would be easier to understand. 
However, when your are unusually gifted and have this mind mino. zo which an excellent 
scientific education has been added, 1 ask myself why is this? I tell myself that there 
are always tilings that the individual character each of us has causes, And I know only 
too well what emotions and desires can do. I know that the quietest have emotions, some- 
times the deepest. These pull strong enough to overcome the logic of the mind. 

If your peroration was designed as a self-justification, 1 do not find justification 
in it. I do not doubt you do and that you find it reasonable. 

Tnat you take ray letter as intended as abuse also tells mt that your reaction is 
©notional. I an not a 3adist, and I don t take such time for self-indulgence. If X had 
felt the way you seem to take it, I'd just have been silent. However, I will not take that 
much time again. Your failure to confront so much of it and your unintended admissions 
about others are the reason. I will take time, but I will not knowingly waste it. 

I find your description of frustration in refraining from responding to my "version 
of some issues" unpersuasive and an unintended cloak for your inability to do tills. You 
are not inarticulate and are the opposite of unintelligent. You are wrong in thv/iVm; it 
is something I will "hold against j you. This is not a matter for debating points, not, 
at least, as I see it. Issues are to be confronted. That is how they are resolved. The 
Jewish mother figure may strike you arc cute. Ky reaction is that it is but another 
evasion. You are not referring to what is real, an avuncular attitude. That also would 
be irrelevant if you had it in mind. 

If you. need more than what actually came to pass on the Hed— Cyril operation, you need 
too much. If you haven t learned from that, you are incapable of letting your mind dominate 
emotions or whatever else controls, tly own record on that is one that in an intelligence 
operation would have earned all sorts of honors. I don^t recall the detail in which I 
■£ept you informed. Howard, however, will tell you, because he was here and overheard the 
conversation, tiiat I even forecast to S'red Graham long before it came to pass exactly 
the ions his story would taka. Hindsight could not have been mo re precise than foresight. 

I was also accurate in saying that Cyril would find nothing from his, if you'll excuse 
the word, "examination", than we already knew. 

I think it is past time for you to face some of your own judgements, for tiiat is 
what is involved here, not this Jevish-mother crap. On Cyril, what was it? One formulation 
was so what, you didn^t wont to bo bothered. Nothing to it. Heed I remind you tiiat after 
you read the oxecutivo sessions you described them as the aouthings of a bunch of old 
ladies gathered for kaffe-klatehes (your word)? At 60 I am less inflexible than you at 
less tnan half tills age* 1 test my judgements, j. do make mistakes, by the way. jiost of 
them come from excessive trust. 

I have lived and worked with these people and forces we confront. Of ail of us, X 
alone have had these experiences. You and others prefer to ignore this. I think you are 
also secretly resentful when it turns out tiiat I am right. 

_ ^ reminding you o.. some of your own attitudes, 1 am not intending embarrassment. 

I tnink it is past time for you to face your own record in such matters and I am saying 
that it is I, not you, who stands on a firm foundation. Yourreluctance to confront, now 
as in i,he past., is noi* from coni routing Jewish motherdom. If comes from confronting what 
you will not, your judgemental record, and what you will not, mine. Thera is nothing I 
can do about this, hxcept seek so isoxate myself from its consequences. When people work 
m the same field, this is never really possible. All one can do is din-in&iBh, That I was 
opposed to what Cyril ana bed did did not prevent it not did it dimini sh the consequences. 
Tne consequences, in fact, wore worse for me. 


So much for generalities, i w ill have to suspend for a while. I don^t want to forget 
one touchstone in all of turns recent stuff. I made a general statement and a prediction of 
the probable with raard to coasaorating the 10th anniversary. I gave you a means of getting 
in T-p vrm had consulted with Jim White I'm sure "one 
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of you would havo told me. hhy would you not? He is an experience man. Ana He is 
sympathetic^ to our view? There raay be bother reasons, but the most obvious one to me is 
that you wilt not confront your own judgemental error. We can't predict the future with 
100/i accuracy, but wo have a record to draw upon ana can bo fairly certain about probabilities. 

Ino cead, you mice a strange reierence- to Sylvia and the ^oldn counter-productivity. Xf 
there is nothing we can do to prevent such tilings, it is folly to entice them. In that case 
tne tames already had its regular sycophancy arranged. It used it. Belin was their lily- 
ailoingo iney did not miss the oauacc Bylvia gave them, with nothing of any real value 
to us at any time possible in any part of that childish futility. 

X uan iiardly wres ^els with this generality about obc of tiuc points tha t approaches 
the specific in your letter, that "the way" I "put her pgXSSpSSQDC 
i. Sylvia's] dpwn her Belin stuff is unworthy of" me. 

^ My attitudes on such trivial, out-dated projects hasn't changed in years. I hew the 
Ecclesiastes lino abom times and places. X have no objection to such studies if one wants 
to leave them as a matter of historical reed’d. But for publication? Where 28 people zz 
who couldn t realty care less may sec it? and where it is a direct challenge that invites 
those who can be and are heard to use what is always available to them? Can't we ever learn 
about how these things work? There was a t ime when I was all for publication of anal 1 
studiee-back in 1966. Tirat was 0003 ago in thi3 work and the popular and official 
attitudes toward/ it. X encouraged Ray Marcus and tried be be helpful, but his is such 
inordinate genius help was impossible. So, he issued a sterility that was boring except 
to the iniated, to whom it told nothing. 

I liave a record on this byivia/Belin matter. There is a witness if you doubt my word. 

I knew about it and read it prior to publication, as I did Belin' s proposed response, 

I think. Howard was turned on by it. He started his own efforts. Aside from a general 
feeling tnau fcld.3 shoula have been left to the initiator, unless there was a request for 
help - in this you should find me consistent - X was opposed to it for the above reasons 
and obhers. Howard will tail you how I advised him, whether or not X made a prediction, 
ana * nether or noc ii> was accurate.

Howard and I disagreed strongly on the 
Cyrix adventure. At no time did x rean on him to agree with me or abandon his own efforts 
Ox the course upon unicn he ned decided. X spent long hours counselling him on how to 
preserve Ills integrity in wliat I was certain^wculd be the disaster it was and how he might 
best accomplish what he conceived possible. > ere again, this is not an exceptional case. 

I regarded Hichols as a nut and a crook and a hazard. But I spent a great awlunt of time 
trying to protect liimself from his own ignorance and arrogance.
